NEW YOHK, March 12, 1851. 


A bright blue sky, and an atmosphere as 


bland as May, woo from " the desk's dead 
wood" this morning, but as I am bound to give 
you a slave to-day, I will forego " the custom 
of iweet exercise" awhile, and jot you down 
a notion or two of this great metropolis on this 
same blessed twelfth of March. 


After a few hours of quiet tarry here, Henry 


Clay, of Kentucky, (titles would be superflu- 
ous) jailed yesterday in the U. S. Mail Steam- 
er Georgia, for the tropics.

to have gone via Havana, but in compliment 
to the distinguished passenger, the owners or- 
dered the " Georgia" to New Orleans direct.

Act to Limit the Mate of Interest. 


The People of the State of Wisconsin, repre- 


sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows : 
Section 1. The rate of interest upon the 


loan or forbearance of any money, goods, or 
things in action, shall be seven dollars upon 
one hundred dollars for one year, and after 
that rate for a greater or less sum, or for a 
longer or shorter period : Provided, that it 
shall be competent for parties to contract for 
the payment and receipt of a rate of interest, 
not exceeding twelve dollars on the one hun- 
dred dollars as aforesaid, in which case such 
rate (exceeding seven dollars on the one hun- 
dred dollars) shall be clearly expressed by 
agreement in writing. 


Section 2. No person or corporation sliall, 


directly or indirectly, take or receive in mon- 
ey, goods or other things in action, or any 
other way, any greater sum or greater value 
ior the loan or forbearance of any money, 
goods, or things in action, than is above pre- 
scribed. 


Section 3. Every person who, for any 


suc-h loan or forbearance, shall pay or deliver 
any greater sum or value than is above allow- 
ed to be received, and hia personal rcpresenta- 
ti\e, may recover in an action against the 
person who sliall have taken or received the 
xime and hih personal representatives, treble 
the amount of the money so paid or value de- 
livered, above the rate aforesaid, if such ac- 
tion shall be brought within one year after 
siuch payment or delivery. 


Section -1. All bonds, bills, notes, assuran- 


ce--, conveyances—nil other contracts or se- 
curities whatsoever, (except |bottomry and 
rcbpomlcntia bonds and con tracts,) and all de- 
posits of goods or other things whatsoever, 
wheroupon or whereby there shall be received 
or taken, any greater sum or value for the 
loan or forbearance of any money, goods, or 
other things in action, than is above prescri- 
bed, shall be void ; but this act shall not af- 
fect contracts made previous to the time this 
act shall take effect. 


Section 0. Every person offending against 


the provK-.ions of this act shall be compelled 
to answer on oath any bill that may be exhib- 
ited against him in die court of chancery in 
the proper county, for the discovery of any 
sum of money, goods, or things in action, so 
taken, accepted or received, in violation of 
the foregoing provisions or eilher of them. 


Section G. 
When any borrower of any 


money, goods, or things in action, shall file a 
bill in chancery for a discovery of the iqtmey, 
tiood.i or things in action, taken or received in 
violation of cither of the forgoing provisions, 
it '•hall not be necessary fur him to pay or of- 
fer to pay any interest whatever on the sum 
or thing loaned : nor shall any court of equity 
require or compel the payment or deposite of 
the principal sum, or any part thereof, as con- 
dition of granting relief to the borrower, in 
any case of a usurious loan forbidden by this 
act. 


Section 7. Whenever in any action at law 


or suit in equity, tho defendant .shall pleadjthe I 
defence of usury, and shall verify the truth of 
his plea by allidavit he may for the purpose of 
pioving the usury, call and examine the plaint- 
ill'or complainant as a witness, in the same 
manner us parties by law can now be made 
witnesses, and if the plaintiff or complainant 
shall fail to present himself sis a witness, on 
duo notice to him or his attorney, or givo his 
leposition the defendant shall bo a competent 
witness to prove tho usury. 


Seeton 8. Whenever it shall satisfactorily 


appear to a court that any bond, bill, note, 
ar-airunee, pledge, conveyance, eontract, secu- 
rity, or any evidence of debt, has been taken 
or received in violation of the provisions of 
thi-f act the court shall declare the same to be 
\oid and enjoin any prosecution thereon, and 
order the sumo to bo delivered up and can- 
ceiled.
